The Hon. Henry van Dyke gives this account of how

BOOKS FOR SOLDIERS 

Ir has been much mooted whether soldiers 
in camp and field would have time and in- 
clination after drilling and other duties aside 
from active service in the field to devote to 
reading. Pathetic testimony comes from 
veterans of our own Civil War that books 
then would have been a godsend to them, not 
only in the dull days of hospital recovery, but 
in the not less dull days of waiting in the 
field. This has been confirmed by experience 
abroad where books are received by men in 
the second line trenches and in “billets” with 
avidity and relieve many a tiresome spell of 
do-nothing days. There seems to be no doubt 
that our soldiers and sailors will use books 
and should have them to the full. 

Under the auspices of the American Library 
Association the last week of September was 
made the occasion of collecting a library war 
service fund; and the desired million dollars 
has been raised to $1,200,000 by actual subscrip- 
tions, thru the generosity of librarians, library 
readers, and the public generally. This in- 
cludes a liberal grant from the Carnegie Cor- 
poration for library buildings for each camp, 
so that the greater part of the million dollars 
will be directly available for books and ad- 
ministration. Nearly half a million dollars 
will be available for books, in addition to those 
given directly by the public and accepted by 
library experts for camp and field use. A list 
of several thousand books has been prepared 
by a committee of the American Library As- 
sociation and publishers represented have as 
a rule made special arrangements for their 
supply in bulk. The list is comprehensive, not 
only of books for entertainment but of books 
for improvement and instruction, and it has 
been emphasized in the selection that many 
soldiers will desire to take the opportunity to 
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study up their several home callings, or post 
themselves in new lines of possible future 
activity. 

The question has been asked whether this 
leaves any field of activity for the bookseller. 
In fact a few of the less far-seeing bookmen 
have looked a bit askance at the activity of the 
American Library Association in “cornering” 
the book distributing function. However, as 
Mr. Melcher has so well demonstrated in 
Indianapolis, there is an abundant field for 
private bookselling to soldiers and for sol- 
diers—so abundant in fact that there will un- 
doubtedly be plenty of soldier business for 
both bookstore and library. With the heter- 
ogeneous character of the men in the camps 
and the hard wear the books will receive from 
even the ordinarily more fastideous men, the 
bookseller has a strong selling appeal to offer 
friends and relatives of well-to-do soldiers in 
the simple desirability of providing clean 
books for them to read. Then again, the mis- 
sionary work the camp libraries may do in 
turning many men to books out of sheer 
ennut perhaps—men who never before both- 
ered to read—will undoubtedly redound to the 
bookseller’s advantage after the war when 
these men return to civilian life. 

Every bookseller should be prepared to sug- 
gest to all his customers that the library 
provision should be supplemented by _ in- 
dividual donations. Especially with the ap- 
proach of the Christmas season, it should be 
emphasized that the well chosen book will 
be the most welcome of presents in the camp 
or trenches. It is compact, it provides fresh 
entertainment for many days of reading, 
or, if a book of improvement or instruc- 
tion, goes beyond this and provides not only 
a means of disposing of weary hours, but 
adds to the practical helpfulness of the sol- 
dier as he returns to everyday citizenship. 
This is an opportunity of which the bookseller 
should make the most equally from patriotic 
and commercial reasons. This special number 
of the PuspiisHers’ WEEKLY is intended to be 
a help in this direction. 


Some probably unnecessary alarm has been 
expressed in trade circles over the temporary 
price cutting flurry that has appeared in one 
or two places recently. In one city, for in- 
stance, a dealer—it is not his first tilt with 
net prices—has nailed a copy of a “leader” 
to the front of his store with the somewhat 


. quixotic boast in large letters, “I will beat the 
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trust!” There are of course two ways for the | 
trade to meet such a move: cut to meet him | 


or even undercut him, or simply ignore his 
dare to the rest of the trade to follow him. 
Te first, like racing down hill, is a fool’s holi- 
day in which folly waits upon disaster. There 
is no need to reiterate to the bookseller the 
fact he already knows all too well that price 
cutting never has and never will do anyone or 
any trade any good. Rather than bolt with the 
price cutter, thereby giving him the chance to 
boast that he sets the pace, it is far wiser for 
the rest of the trade to stand shoulder to 
shoulder by the net price; it is lonesome work 
losing money alone and the price cutter, especi- 
ally if he is a regular bookseller and not a de- 
partment store using cut priced books as lead- 
ers for other goods, will eventually find it to 
his own interest to restore the price. 


How much can be done in the event of a 
price break by quick work on the part of the 
local trade or even a single public spirited 
bookseller was well illustrated in an Eastern 
city last spring where a dealer slashed a price 
and was immediately followed by two local de- 
partment stores, “forced,” they claimed, as 
they always claim in such a case, “to meet the 
new level of competition.” <A local bookseller 
immediately visited both department stores, 
got from them a promise to restore the old 
price “if everybody else did,” took this word 
to the original price cutter and within two 
days after the original break the net price was 
restored. 


WHAT TOMMY ATKINS IS READING 


Tuo “Tommy Atkins” and the American 
.“Sammy” may be “something different again” 
in tastes and temperament, the experience of 
those who have been supplying reading matter 
for the former by the hundreds of thousands 
of copies during the past three years can- 
not fail to be suggestive to the book- 
trade in this country at the present. time. 
England has responded splendidly to the need 
of her fighters for books and this part of 
“England’s effort” is described by Theodore 
W. Koch of the Library of Congress in an 
interesting series of articles in the Library 


Journal based on personal investigation in 
England. 


THE MAGNITUDE OF THE WORK IN ENGLAND 


_ The booksellers of England have forwarded 
literally hundreds of thousands of books to 
the front, while the War Library and Camp 
Library organizations are daily shipping books 


and magazines by the thousands. 


In Novem- 
ber, 


1914, the Admiralty asked the War 
Library: organization to supply the sailors in 
the North Sea Fleet at the rate of a book a 
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man. Not only was this done, but boxes oi 
books were sent to all the guards around the 
coasts of the British Isles, the Shetland and 
Orkney Isles, and the West Coast of Ireland. 
When the beds at Gallipoli were being rapidly 
filled with the sick and wounded, a cable 
would come to Surrey House: “Send 25,000 
books at once, light and good print.” Perhaps 
the day before Malta had cabled for 10,000 
similar books. The demand seemed to grow 
by leaps and bounds. No hospital at home or 
abroad asks without receiving the full quota 
requested. The library is now supplying East 
Africa, Bombay, Mesopotamia, Egypt, Sa- 
lonika and Malta monthly with thousands of 
books and magazines. Fortnightly parcels go 
to the hospitals in France and to the Cross 
Channel Hospital Service. To-day the or- 
ganization is supplying approximately 1810 
hospitals in Great Britain, 262 in France, 58 
naval hospitals and 70 hospital ships. The 
transport hospital ships are replenished every 
voyage. 
SCRAP BOOKS AND PICTURE BOOKS 


Those whom typhoid and dysentery had 
weakened were not able to hold books at all, 
and needed pictures instead. Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling had foreseen this need and asked those 
in charge to supply strong brown paper scrap- 
books filled but not crowded with pictures. 
His suggestion was immediately adopted. 
These scrapbooks are made from sheets 43 x 
27 inches, folded three times, forming a book 
of sixteen pages about 14 x 11 inches, tied 
together at the back with a bow of bright rib- 
bon, On the outside an attractive colored pic- 
ture is pasted. The inside pages are filled 
with entertaining pictures, both in black and 
white and in color, interspersed with little 
jokes, anecdotes and very short stories from 
such weeklies as Punch, London Opinion, and 
Answers. Short poems are found to be ac- 
ceptable space fillers. Comic postcards are 
used, but no Christmas cards. Pictures are 
always placed straight before the eye so that 
the invalid may not have to turn the-scrap- 
book around in order to see them, for many a 
patient is too weak even to lift his hand, and 
must await the coming of a nurse in order to 
know what the next page has in store for him. 
Volunteer makers of these aids to cheer are 
urged to remember that they are for grown 
men, not for children. They have been fur- 
nished in large numbers by a generous public, 
and have been found invaluable. Fresh scrap- 
books are supplied to the hospital ships each 
voyage. A young soldier, just recovering 
from typhoid, came to the War Library on his 
return from Egypt and was asked to look 
about and tell what he would have liked best 
during his convalescence. “I was too tired to 
read,” said he, “but I would have given a lot 
for one of those picture books.” This type 
of convalescent can use games to advantage 
and so the War Library has started a Games 
Department. There is a never ceasing demand 
for playing cards, dominoes, draughts, and 
good jigsaw puzzles—even with a few pieces 


missing. Anything that can be packed flat is 
acceptable. 
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WHAT TOMMY ATKINS READS 


“There’s a demand among the men for 
handbooks on trade-handicraft subjects; and 
maps are most acceptable,” says one Eng- 
lish worker. “I know a gentleman whose 
leisure moments are filled by turning over the 
leaves of a Bradshaw. He enjoys it thoroly; 
it’s like counting the beads on a rosary; sta- 
tion after station will remind him of journey- 
ings to and fro in the land and bring back 
adventures which made them memorable to 
him. 

“As for the officers, they ask for new six 
shilling novels and all kinds of lighter biog- 
raphies, what Robert Louis Stevenson calls 
‘heroic gossip.” Here are particular books 
which I may name: ‘Garibaldi and the Thou- 
sand’ (Trevelyan), ‘Beatrice d’Este’ (Miss 
Cartwright), and ‘Portraits and Sketches’ 
(Edmund Gosse). Travel books of all sorts 
are acclaimed; so, too, are the light-to-hold 
edition of Thackeray, Dickens, E. A. Poe, 
Kipling and Meredith.” 

“Detective stories are shouted for; so is the 
‘Bull-dog Breed,’ ‘The Red Seal’ and ‘The 
Adventure’ series; and all sorts of penny 
novelettes,” according to one observer quoted 
by Dr. Koch. “Of course, all sevenpenny 
sixpenny and shilling editions are invaluable 
from their handy size and good print. And 
now for the favorite authors—they are nearly 
all in the sixpenny and sevenpenny series, and 
come in grand procession of favor, Nat Gould, 
Jack London, Rudyard Kipling, William Le- 
Queux, Ridgwell Cullum, Charles Garvice, 
Guy Boothby, A. Conan Doyle, W. W. Jacobs, 
Florence Barclay, Ian Hay, Cutcliffe Hyne, 
‘Q,”” John Oxenham, H. A. Vachell, Edgar 
Wallace, Rider Haggard, Dumas, and Robert 
Louis Stevenson.” 

Nat Gould will be a new name to American 
soldiers, but so popular is he abroad that the 
war may introduce him to the American book- 
buying market. 

“All detective stories—good detective stories 
—are hailed with joy,” is another comment. 
“Sherlock Holmes is a physician—remember 
that. But less you feel that this ephemeral 
class of books is all that is asked for, I must 
say that poetry is in demand. The first and 
second sixpenny series of the ‘Hundred Best 

oems’ go out in generous instalments; so do 
the ‘Hundred Best Love Poems.’ Shakespeare 
visits the hospitals, but we prefer him in single 
plays; a complete volume is too bulky, per- 
haps too formidable. A book must not be too 
formidable or sombre to look at.”

Nat Gould is here again a favorite, tho if 
one man were reading “Jockey Jack” the man 
in the next bed might just as likely as not be 
reading Shakespeare, or the “ Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” or Shelley, or Meredith, or Conrad, 
or a volume of the Everyman’s Encyclopedia 
which was contributed by Mr. Dent on re- 
quest. 

Some of the men showed an anxiety to 
have a book waiting for them after an oper- 
ation, so that they might begin to read it and 
forget some of their pain if possible. 

From these men in one hospital came re- 
quests for books on aeroplanes; architecture; 
cabinet making and old furniture; chemistry, 
organic and inorganic; coal mining; drawing 
and painting; electricity; engineering in its 
various branches; fish curing; gardening and 
forestry; languages; meteorology; music; 
paper making; printing; submarines; veteri- 
nary medicine; violin making, and so on. The 
soldier who asked for the book on fish curing 
was from Nova Scotia, and fish curing was 
his father’s business. The son wanted to 
learn the English method and gain all the 
information he could about the subject while 
in England, before he was sent back home. 
A book on Sheffield plate was lent to the hos- 
pital library by an antiquary and proved to be 


| a veritable godsend to a crippled soldier who

had been a second-hand dealer before the war 
and who considered it a rare chance that had 
thrown that book in his way. He made copi- 


ous notes from it which he said would be in- 
valuable to him afterwards. 

Altho the hospital librarians have not at- 
tempted to force good books on the soldiers, 
they always take pains to have them within 
reach. They have found that when the men

once began on a better class of literature they 
did. not ordinarily return to the old stuff.

SOLDIER LETTERS REVEALING THE NEED FOR BOOKS 


Letters from soldiers throw much light on 
how badly books are wanted: 

“T don’t know how we should live without 
your books,” writes one wounded soldier. “1 
am just waiting until my pal has finished to 
get hold of. his book,” writes another. “We 
have no books,” is the appeal of an isolated 
group of wounded in Egypt. “All we have 
had to read here was a scrap of the adver- 
tisement page of a newspaper picked up on 
the desert, and on it we saw that you send 
books to sick and wounded. Please hurry up 
and send some. The flies are awful.” 

An officer in charge of a Casualty Clearing 
Hospital writes of the great joy in camp when 
he distributed the contents of a parcel among 
the patients Every man in the hospital had 
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something to read and for many hours the 
monotony of hospital life was greatly relieved. 
A popular paper-bound novel by Nat Gould 
lasts less than a week. The men hide it for 
fear of its being taken away. They pass it 
surreptitiously to a comrade in the next bed, 
or carry it in their pockets like a treasure 
trove. It is literally read to pieces. 

“Cramped in a crumbling dug-out, time 
passes slowly,” writes one man, “and the 
monotony is greatly relieved by a few ‘mags’ 
from home. The men all ask for pre-war 
magazines. It is nice to get away from it 
for a time.” Another letter brought this mes- 
sage: “The last parcel of your books came 
just as we had been relieved after the gas 
attack, and there is nothing like a book for 
taking one’s mind off what one has seen and 
gone thru.” “The lads were never so pleased 
in their lives as when I told them I had some 
books for them,” is the way one lance-corporal 
puts it. An extract from another officer’s let- 
ter tells the same story: “Most of the men 
were lying or sitting about with nothing to 
do. When I said I had a box of books to lend, 
they were around me in a minute like a lot of 
hounds at a worry, and in less than no time 
each had a book—at least as far as they would 
go. Those who hadn’t been quick enough were 
trying to get the lucky ones to read aloud. ‘It 
would have done you good to see how the 
men enjoyed getting the books. May 
we have more, as many more as you can 
spare?” “All the books sent seem very wel- 
come, for soldiers’ tastes vary,” says one 
writer from “somewhere in France” Men 
in Salonika have requested a copy of a Greek 
history, their interest in the subject being 
awakened by the treasures of antiquity which 
they excavated while digging trenches. “It 
would give us great joy to get a few books 
on Syria and Palestine,” is the statement of 
an Army chaplain. “I myself can get but few 
books—none about the Crusaders. Only Dr. 
Stewart’s about the Holy Land. And my men 
are hungry for information.” 

A. St. John Adcock, novelist, on a visit to 
the Y. M. C. A. huts in France and Flanders. 
made some interesting discoveries about the 
kind of literature required there. The chief 
demand was, of course, for fiction, but fiction 
of the better class. One man who was read- 
ing Macaulay’s History regretted that there 
was only an odd first volume in the library, 
and he was anxious to get hold of the second. 
A sergeant ran off a score of titles of novels 
and memoirs he had recently read, and he was 
now tackling Boswell. He was anxious to 
know if Mr. Adcock could send him half a 
dozen copies of Omar Khayyam, which he 
would like to give to some of his men as 
foe ae ; — were several 
ener ncaa asts in the camp. One who

I overtook a smart young soldier one after- 
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noon on the fringe of one of the base camps,” 
writes Mr. Adcock “He limped slightly, and 
as we walked together I noticed a copy of 
3rowning sticking out of his breast pocket, and 
remarked upon it. It seemed he had been for 
three weeks in the convalescent part of the 
camp with a badly sprained ankle, and had 
profited by that leisure to read for the first 
time the whole of Keats and Wordsworth, 
and was just beginning Browning. He came 
from Manchester and was, in civil life, a 
musician. ‘But,’ he laughed, ‘you can’t bring 
a ’cello with you on active service, so I have 
fallen back more on reading. I was always 
fond of it, but I’ve read more in the ten 
months I have been here than in any ten 
months at home.’ He drew the Browning from 
his pocket and I noticed the Y. M. C. A. 
stamp on it. ‘Yes,’ he said, ‘they’ve got some 
fine little libraries in the huts. They are a 
godsend to the chaps here. But I haven’t been 
able to come across a Shelley or a Francis 
Thompson yet. I would like to read Thomp- 
son. 

Of interest in this connection is the. follow- 
ing passage from one of Hugh’s letters from 
the front in “Mr. Britling”: 

“We read, of course. But there never could 
be a library big enough to keep us going. We 
can do with all sorts of books, but I don’t 
think the ordinary sensational novel is quite 
the catch it was for a lot of them in peace 
time. Some break towards serious reading in 
the oddest fashion. Old Park, for example, 
says he wants books you can chew;; he is read- 
ing a cheap edition of ‘The Origin of Species.’ 
He used to regard Florence Warden and Wil- 
liam Le Queux as the supreme delights of 
print. I wish you could send him Metchni- 
koff’s ‘Nature of Man’ or Pearson’s ‘Ethics 
of Free Thought.’ I feel I am building up 
his tender mind. Not for me tho, Daddy. 
Nothing of that sort for me. These things 
take people differently. What I want here is 
literary opium. I want something about fauns 
and nymphs in broad low glades. I would like 
to read Spenser’s ‘Faerie Queene.’ I don’t 
think I have read it, and yet I have a very 
distinct impression of knights and dragons 
and sorcerers and wicked magic ladies moving 
thru a sort of Pre-Raphaelite tapestry scenery 
—only with a light on them. I could do with 
some Hewlett of the ‘Forest Lovers’ kind. Or 
with Joseph Conrad in his Kew Palm-house 
mood. And there is a book, I once looked 
into it at a man’s room in London; I don’t 
know the title, but it was by Richard Garnett, 
and it was all about gods who were in reduced 
circumstances but amidst sunny picturesque 
scenery—scenery without steel, or poles, or 
wire—a thing after the manner of Heine’s 
‘Florentine Nights.’ Any book about Greek 
gods would be welcome, anything about tem- 
ples of ivory-colored stone and purple seas, 
red caps, chests of jewels, and lizards in the 
sun. I wish there was another ‘Thais.’ The 
men here are getting a kind of newspaper sheet 
of literature scraps called The Times Broad- 
sheets. Snippets, but mostly from good stuff. 








They’re small enough to stir the appetite, 
but not to satisfy it. Rather an irritant—and 
one wants no irritant. I used to imagine read- 
ing was meant to be a stimulant. Out here 
it has to be an anodyne.” 


POETRY IN THE TRENCHES 


As indicated above, poetry has withstood the 
fire test of the trenches surprisingly—or per- 
haps not surprisingly but as was only to be 
expected in view of the fact that it expresses 
so persistently the spiritual values of life. 
James Norman Hall told some time ago, it 
will be remembered, how on turning into a 
communication trench at two one rainy morn- 
ing a@ friend of his was startled to hear be- 
tween the heavy “crumps” of the shells 
“Comus” being read aloud. 

A useful warning against war poetry is 
added by Hall. “We have no need of war verse 
in the trenches,” he tells us. “What we do 
need is something which will take our minds 
off the horrors of modern warfare, after the 
strain is relaxed.” 

The nearest analogy to American troops in 
general outlook and interest is found in 
England’s overseas soldiers now in France and 
we are told that “the oversea soldier is an 
omnivorous reader.” A worker closely in 
touch with the work in England also com- 
ments on the curiously different appetite for 
books shown by the overseas contingent, re- 
marking that the Canadians have an insatiable 
desire for books of reference, as evidenced by 
three requests from Colonial Hospitals asking 
for the Encyclopedia Britannica in forty vol- 
umes—all of which were duly granted. 





CASSELL AND CO’S WAR SAVINGS 
ASSOCIATION—THE FIRST OF ITS 
KIND IN LONDON 
WHEN, something over a year ago, the Na- 
tional War Savings Association movement 
was launched in England, Cassell & Co.—true 


. to the liberal and public spirited ideals of its 


founder, John Cassell—responded immediately 
and had the honor of being the first firm in 
London to start such an association among 
its staff. A short time ago the employees of 
the House of Cassell met in the yard of La 
Belle Sauvage—as the great London publishing 
plant is grotesquely named—in celebration .of 
the first anniversary of the founding of Cas- 
sell’s War Saving Association and the state- 
ment of the first year’s work was read. In 
addition to over 3000 £1 Certificates, applied 
for a few pence at a time, £3153 worth of cer- 
tificates had been purchased outright, with- 
out the use of collecting cards. Members who 
numbered 550 had taken up 6028 War Sav- 
ings Certificates, representing £4671 14s., and 
they had paid in cash to the Government, 
£4198 3s. 6d. No fewer than 70,900 sixpenny 
coupons had been bought by the members 
during the year. 

“The secret of the success of our War 
Savings Association,” Mr. Arthur Spurgeon, 
Managing Director of Cassell & Co., tells us, 
“was that the Directors put the organization 
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in motion and then left the men to carry it 
out. I do not know who are the holders 
of the Certificates. The men necessarily felt 
shy of the idea that the Directors should 
know who were saving and to what extent; 
so I scrupulously held aloof. The Overseer 
of the News Department is the Chairman and 
Treasurer of the Committee, and the Father of 
the Compositors’ Chapel is a member of the 
Committee. The female members of the staff 
are represented by one of the leading women 
in the Binding Department, and the Secretary 
of the Company takes charge of the cash.” 

The operation of the English War Savings 

Associations is very interesting and _ the 
scheme has caught on extensively among even 
the most humble workers.. When a local war 
savings association is formed it applies for a 
certificate of affiliation with the National 
Committee. A committee is then appointed by 
the local association, its members to handle 
- without compensation the coupons, certificate 
books and books of account sent out by the 
National Committee. A War Savings Certifi- 
cate costs 15s. 6d. and in five years can be 
cashed for £1. Any person of either sex is 
eligible for membership, but no individual may 
hold more than 500 certificates. Each mem- 
ber is supplied, free of charge, with a mem- 
ber’s Coupon Card. Subscriptions are paid 
by buying special sixpenny coupons and affix- 
ing them to cards. When a member has 31 
sixpenny coupons on his card he is given a 
War Savings Certificate in exchange for the 
completed card. 

It is, of course, entirely probable that after 
the war the savings habit bred by this plan 
will continue in the form of numerous small 
thrift associations. 

Among the other war-time staff organiza- 
tions in the Cassell plant are the Christmas 
Parcel Fund, and Cassell’s Help Fund. Thru 
the former, each of the more than three hun- 
dred Cassell employees now with the colors 
received a special Christmas parcel from 
his fellow workers at home. 
Fund is meant to help those left behind by 
members at the front. In one case where a 
man had left behind a family of eight, they 
were able to place three of the children in 
an orphanage, the mother was helped, and 
the older children were enabled to look after 
themselves. At Christmas-time allowances 
were made from this fund to many needy 
members and their families.

LAURENS MAYNARD, 1806-1917 


OBITUARY NOTES 


LauRENS Maynarp, one of the founders of 
the firm of Small, Maynard & Co., died in 
New York, on October 7, after a brief ill- 
ness. He was born in 1866, and after gradu- 
ating from the Harvard Law School began 
the practice of law in Boston. Always inter- 
| ested in books, particularly Whitman, he pub- 
| lished from his law office in 1897 a volume 
entitled “Calamus,” a series of letters written 
| by Walt Whitman to Peter Doyle. This led 
to his becoming acquainted with Herbert 
Small and to their forming a partnership with 
Bliss Carman, under the firm name of Small, 
Maynard & Company. Mr. Maynard re- 
mained with them for about ten years, but 
| on the death of Mr. Small resigned from the 
| firm and associated himself with several East- 
| ern publishers as their traveler, covering 
| mainly the “Coast” territory. At the time of 
his death he was representing no less than

fourteen houses. Few men on the road dur- 
ing the past ten years were better known or 
more generally liked than Laurens Maynard. 
He was ill only a few days and his death was 
entirely unexpected.
